— RECIPE - SHAHI TUKDA 


White breadslices-2 e Milk-2 liters e Milk powder 4-tbsp ө Oil ө Custard powder 1-tbsp 
Sugar 2 small bowls ө Finely grated or chopped cashews, almonds and pistachios. 

Pinch of saffron e Cardamom powder 1/2 teaspoon 

Procedure : Take bread slices, cut each of them in two diagonally; remove the brown edges 
of the bread. Now toast the bread in a frying pan by adding little oil or use microwave at 110 C 





for 3 minutes so that it turns a little golden yellow and is toasted. 

Take a container, add the milk and it let it boil consistently. Stir it after boil so that heavy cream doesn't get stuck at the bottom. 
Condense to thicker texture than before. Now take a bowl full of milk from it and add milk powder and custard powder. Then add the 
bowl of mixture to the whole milk. Add sugar, add pinch of saffron and stir it continuously until the sugar is melted. After 10-15 min 
switch off the flame add cardamom powder and stir. 

Now let the condensed milk cool down, (else you can use ready condensed milk), place the bread slices in a plate, add the condensed 


milk on them. Let them soak a little, add some dry fruits and saffron to garnish. Your dessert for the day is ready to be served.
